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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not fully persuasive. 
Applicant arguments with respect to the 1 12 rejections are persuasive. Paragraph 138 of the specification describes making a child object. 
However, Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103 rejections are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Bentley NPL is not prior art under 35 USC 102-103 because Bentley is an inventor with respect to the currently 
pending application. Although Bentley is a co-author of the cited publication, the publication is considered "by others" because the 
inventive entity differs by at least one person. Therefore, a rejection under 102(a) or 103(a) is proper. Applicant may rebut a prima facie 
case by showing reference's disclosure was derived from Applicant's own work by filing a disclaiming affidavit, submission of a declaration 
by the application establishing that the article is describing applicant's own work, or by adding the coauthors as inventors to the application 
if the requirements of 35 USC 116, third paragraph are met.
